Mr. Kovacs is a graduate of the 
Franz Lizst Royal Academy of Mus¬ 
ic in Budapest and has given con¬ 
certs in Europe and the United 
States. 

This program is unusual in that 
it will not be all long-hair music, 
but will include several modern 
pieces. 

Included on the program will be 
Faust Waltz by Gounod, Marche 
Militaire by Schubert, Blues on the 
Downbeat by Johnson and Twelfth 
Street Rag by Bowman.

The meeting of the biology and 
the physical sciences sections will 
be held on the campus November 
21 and December 5. The first meet¬ 
ings of these two sections will be 
held at Lambuth College, Jackson, 
on October 31. 

Members of the faculty of UT- 
Martin who are serving as section 
chairmen are Paul Foote, mathe¬ 
matics; Dr. Mildred Swann, biolog¬ 
ical sciences and Lloyd King, phy¬ 
sical sciences. Henry C. Allison, 
assistant professor of physics, is 
coordinator fo rthe Martin area. 


Meeting with the Weakley Coun¬ 
ty Historical Society on October 15, 
in room 112 of the Administration 
building was Dr. Robert H. White, 
state historian, from Nashville. 

Dr. White spoke on “the neces¬ 
sity of Tennesseans becoming in¬ 
terested in their state and local his¬ 
tories.” He stated that he was 
pleased with the project of writing 
a history of Weakley County which 
the local Historical Society was 
undertaking. 

Dr. White brought photostatic 
copies of the first map of Weakley 
County showing its boundaries, and 
also a copy of the original bill 
which led to the establishment of 
the county in 1823. 

“The Historical Society hopes to 
have a history of Weakley County 
ready for publication by 1963,” 
said Dr .James R. Wilson, head of 
the UTMB Modern Language De¬ 
partment and also director of ar¬ 
chives for the society. Many peo¬ 
ple will be involved in getting the 
information necessary for this pub 
lication. Also much research will 
have to be done in old newspapers, 
journals, account books, diaries, 
and other sources.
